Rents in Italy may be high, for all we know—that is, high ac­ 
cording to Italian ability to pay, though they would doubtless be 
low by American standards. But it requires nothing more than 
elementary knowledge of economics to pronounce Mussolini en­ 
tirely wrong in his method. 
If rents are too high, there is a simple way to bring them 
down by the operation of economic law. Build more houses and 
tenements. It is not so much grasping landlords as housing short­ 
age that makes high rents, as we have found in the United States 
since the war. When new building is encouraged, the housing 
problem and the rent problem both take care of themselves. 
By his arbitrary action Mussolini is discouraging the owner­ 
ship of rentable property and ruining capitalists who might have 
co-operated in solving the problem rightly.

Dictating Rents. 


Mussolini has arbitrarily ordered landlords to reduce rents 
throughout Italy IO to 20 per cent. 
Rents in Italy may be high, for all we know—that is, high ac­ 
cording to Italian ability to pay, though they would doubtless be 
low by American standards. But it requires nothing more than 
elementary knowledge of economics to pronounce Mussolini en­ 
tirely wrong in his method. 
If rents are too high, there is a simple way to bring them 
down by the operation of economic law*. Build more houses and 
tenements. It is not so much grasping landlords as housing short­ 
age that makes high rents, as we have found in the United States 
since the war. 
When new building is encouraged, the housing 
problem and the rent problem both take care of themselves. 
By his arbitrary action Mussolini is discouraging the owner­ 
ship of rentable property and ruining capitalists who might have 
co-operated in solving the problem rightly. He is throwing money 
out of work and throwing people out of work. By promoting the 
financing and construction of homes on easy term s he would 
keep money and people profitably at work while the problem was 
being solved. 
It never pays to throw a monkey wrench into the ec< fomic 
Fystem.

its dynam ic characteristics, 
which are those elem ents in real e s ­ 
tate values which are constantly sub­ 
ject to m odification or change. “They 
are often considered the dominant fac­ 
tors which cause the differences in 
prices for various parcels," the 
au­ 
thors say. 
“From one point of view 
this is justified because the inherent 
characteristics are 
present 
in the 
value of every piece of property. The 
dynam ic elem ents are not of such uni­ 
form prevalence and their influence 
differs 
widely, 
r ie ce s of 
property 
vary in their attractiveness because 
of the presence or absence of 
these 
factors and differences in value may, 
thus, be credited to them alone.” 
T hese elem ents are transportation 
and location; environm ent; material 
com position; size and shape; building 
restrictions and 
zoning ordinances; 
taxation; appreciation; obsolescence, 
aud d e p ila t io n . 


It is pointed out that the rapidity 
with which these m ay change varies 
considerably. 
M aterial 
com position, 
tor 
exam ple, 
is 
subject to lim ited 
change only, while taxation and those 
other elem en ts which ara wholly the 
result of it ii man activity experience 
alm ost a constant flux.

value undergo som e 
change in the course of time.

listed as dynam ic should more prop­ 
erly be considered to vary in degree 
rather than in kind from those term ­ 
ed inherent. 
After having 
discussed all 
these 
elem ents 
exhaustively 
the 
authors 
take up the influences of migrations 
ou realty values and the causes of m i­ 
grations, the distinct 
characteristics 
of real estate m arkets and their rela­ 
tion to other 
m arkets, and negotia­ 
tion, in which value is determined by 
buyers aud sellers. 
The average individual, who is lo the 
real estate business only insofar he 
owns a piece or tw o of property which 
he w'ants to or will sell, upon reading 
this work 
w ill 
find 
him self a bit 
abashed that he should have the te­ 
m erity to buy into a business so com ­ 
plicated and about which he knew so 
little. 
Then ho m ay 
re-read it aud 
iind him self better equipped. 
A nent speculating in real estate, by 
the way, the authors note that there 
is no such thiug as selling short, 
as 
there is iii operations on the stock, 
grain, and produce exchanges.

Grace 
hopes to take off tom orrow morning. 
W ith the exception of a new pro­ 
peller, Grace’s plane was all set to­ 
day. A propeller, shipped aboard the 
liner Maili, will arrive in H aw aiian 
w aters today and will be carried to 
Pearl H arbor by seaplane. At Pearl 
Harbor, m echanicians will install the 
propeller and make a final, hasty 
inspection of G race’s monoplane. The 
flyer will then pilot his plane to the 
Island of H auai, w hence he will zoom 
aw ay for California. 
Mechanics worked all night, tight­ 
ening struts, nuts, and m aking a thor­ 
ough survey of the plane. 
Grace's 
ship, although sm aller, is of the sam e 
general type as Lindbergh's “Spirit 
of St. Louis.” 
Using a borrowed propeller, Grace 
made a test flight late yesterday, 
flying over Ford Island and Pearl H ar­ 
bor for half an bour. The aviator was 
not quite satisfied with the speed 
shown but his machine, by expects 
installation of the regular propeller to 
help rem edy this defect. 
Grace, like Lindbergh, will have dif­ 
ficulty In seeing straight ahead. By 
standing erect, he can peep over the 
top of the cockpit, but for the m ost 
part he will rely upon vision through 
side windows. 
Grace will vary his altitude in ac­ 
cordance w ith the t.ind and weather, 
he stated today.

When the flyer arrived on the field 
ami discovered the altimeter install­ 
ed in the plane was not of the desired 
size, he rushed an order to Crissey 
Field for a substitute which would 
enable him to fly at a low altitude. 
Moffett rushed up to Smith's plane 
very much excited 
and exclaimed: 
“We won’t take off for an hour and a 
half.” 
Smith, 
however, 
snapped 
“right 
now!” and climbed back into his ma­ 
chine. 
Rivals Sleep Under Same Roof. 
The army plane under heavy guard 
spent the night under canvas. It was 
pronounced ready to go late yester­ 
day, filled up with 1,100 gallons 
of 
gasoline and then covered with ta r­ 
paulins. 
Shortly after 3 o’clock this 
morning mechanics began swarming 
over the machine on their final check. 
Smith and his navigator, 
Charlie 
Carter, arrived at the field at 4 a. rn. 
Smith looked over the plane and then 
quietly hunched down in the rear seat 
of an automobile at the field deter­ 
mined apparently to conserve his en­ 
ergy and rest as much as possible.

LIGHTNING HITS

HONOLULU, June 2 8 —Fearful of 
losing out in the race to be first to 
span the Pacific by air, Richard Grace, 
the “aviator with p. broken neck” and 
so-called navy entrant, today speeded 
up arrangements for 
his 
proposed 
Hawaii-to-the mainland flight. 
Grace 
hopes to take off tomorrow morning. 
With the exception of a new pro­ 
peller. Grace's plane was all set to­ 
day. A propeller, shipped aboard the 
liner Maui, will arrive in 
Hawaiian 
the I waters today and will be carried to 
Pearl Harbor by seaplane. At Pearl 
Harbor, mechanicians will install the 
propeller and make a final, hasty 
inspection of Grace’s monoplane. The 
flyer will then pilot his plane to tile 
Island of I lanai, whence he will zoom 
away for California. 
Mechanics worked all night, tight­ 
ening struts, nuts, and making a thor­ 
ough survey of the plane. 
Grace's 
ship, although smaller, is of the same 
general type as Lindbergh's “Spirit 
of St. Louis.” 
Using a borrowed propeller, Grace 
made a test flight late yesterday, 
flying over Ford Island and Pearl Har­ 
bor for half an hour. The aviator was 
not quite satisfied with the speed 
shown but his machine, by expects 
installation of the regular propeller to 
help remedy this defect. 
Grace, like Lindbergh, will have dif­ 
ficulty in seeing straight ahead. By 
standing erect, he can peep over the 
top of the cockpit, but for the most 
part he will rely upon vision through 
side windows.

bara Worth" has a swing and an on­ 
ward movement throughout which are 
the mark of genius. 
The picture brings to the spotlight 
an entirely new and different Ronald 
Colman and Vilma Banky. Colman is 
magnificently unique, the matinee-idol 
atmosphere which surrounded some of 
his earlier productions is entirely ab­ 
ient, aud it is easy to believe that he 
has no difficulty in proving himself a 
real man among men. 
Vilma is beautiful anil, more than 
that, she is in her role as an American 
ideal—for that is what Barbara Worth 
has become, especially on the west 
coast. 
Whether it is the genius of 
King which has made her into a girl 
more American than the Americans or 
whether it is her own native ability, 
cannot so easily be determined. 
In any event. Miss Banky not only 
portrays Bai bara Worth but she Is 
Barbara Worth and it is easy to be­ 
lieve that Samuel Goldwyu was right 
when he said, “Miss Banky can look 
more like an American girl thau any 
birl I know.

Tie resignation of Rev. Donald W. MacLeod, D. D.j pastor 
of the First Presbyterian church for 14 years, a period greater 
than that served by any of his seven predecessors during the 82- 
year history of the congregation, came as a surprise to his par­ 
ishioners as well as his scores of friends in the East Liverpool 
district. 
Dr. Macl/cod, whose capabilities and winning personality 
have endeared him to the people of the community, has accepted a 
call to the pastorate of the First United Presbyterian church, of 
Boston, whose membership consists of Sooth Presbyterians who 
have always had a Presbyterian minister. He will assume his new 
duties early in September. 
His resignation marks the retirement of a minister whose 
influence has been felt in district, state ajnd national Presbyterian 
circles and who has played no small part in civic affairs in the 
Pottery City during the decade and a half he has claimed East 
Liverpool as his home. 
His ministerial service ranks with that 
of the late Dr. Taggart, who was pastor of the first United Pres­ 
byterian church for 41 years; Dr. J. G. Reinartz, now serving his 
forty-first year in the pulpit of Johns Lutheran church, and Rev. 
John F. Dimit, now completing his eighteenth year in the First 
Methodist Protestant church. 
A signal honor was conferred upon him when he was chosen 
as moderator of the Ohio synod of the Presbyterian church, while, 
too, he has been a leader in denominational activities in the Steu 
benville district. 
He, also, has served as president of the East 
Liverpool Ministerial association, in which he has been a motivat­ 
ing factor during his long service in the community. 
His inter­ 
est in civic affairs prompted his appointment as a trustee of the 
Carnegie public library, where he served for several years. And, 
too, he e*o-opt rated in every movement for furtherance of the 
Allied cause during the World war, in which he carved as a four- 
minute Speake*; 
True of him is the following reft relict in the History of Co­ 
lumbiana County: "Dr. MacLeod, who, Canadian born, of Scotch 
forbears, big of brawn and massive of intellect, *s one of the out­ 
standing preachers of his day and generation in the Ohio Presby­ 
terian synod of which in IN S he was the moderator.” 
East Liverpool can ill afford to lose a man of the mental 
strength of Dr. MacLeod, but rejoices in the honor conferred by his 
t)election for the pastorate of a metropolitan church in a metropo­ 
litan city.

Now there is talk of a “treaty of perpetual peace' with Japan, 
growing out of the naval conference of Geneva. 
There is obvious sympathy in this country for the proposed 
treaty with France for settling all disputes by peaceful methods, 
though the details of such a pact remain to be worked out. 
If it is desirable to frame an iron-clad peace treaty with 
France, it is all the more desirable with Japan. 
It is very hard to imagine any quarrel with France likely to 
lead to war. 
Within recent memory, however, there have been 
serious misunderstandings between Japan and the United States, 
and Japan is recognized as our chief rival across the Pacific. 
Japanese-American relations have been immensely improved 
by the four-power Pacific treaty made at W ashington, which 
automatically wiped out the old British Japanese alliance and re­ 
assured both Japan and the United States about each others 
intentions. 
It would be a fine thing if that movement could be 
carried still further. It should not be difficult to come to agree­ 
ment, if the good-will animating both countries lately is applied 
Le the job.

Dictating Rents. 


Mussolini has arbitrarily ordered landlords to reduce rents 
throughout Italy IO to 20 per cent. 
Rents in Italy may be high, for all we know—that is, high ac­ 
cording to Italian ability to pay, though they would doubtless be 
low by American standards. 
But it requires nothing more than 
elementary knowledge of economics to pronounce Mussolini en­ 
tirely wrong in his method. 
If rents are too high, there is a simple way to bring them 
down by the operation of economic law. 
Build more houses and 
tenements. It is not so much grasping landlords as housing short­ 
age that makes high rents, as we have found in the United States 
j-ince the war. 
When new building is encouraged, the housing 
problem and the rent problem both take care of themselves. 
By his arbitrary action Mussolini is discouraging the owner­ 
ship of rentable property and ruining capitalists who might have 
co-operated in solving the problem rightly. He is throwing money 
out of work and throwing people out of work. By promoting the 
financing and construction of homes on easy terms he would 
keep money and people profitably at work while the problem was 
being solved. 
It never pays to throw a monkey wrench into the economic 
system.
